_ The Wilmington Planning Board, with Mr. Hayward Bliss 
acting as chairman, held on open hearing on April 7 in the 
Town Hall, on the proposed changes in the Zoning Laws, with 
application to the J, W. Greer Co. development. 

About.30 interested citizens were present, as were many 
of the Town Officials, and three representatives of the J. W. 


Greer Co. 


The hearing opened with Mr. Bliss explaining the purpose 
of the hearing. Mr. Woller, the secretary of the Planning 
Board then read to the assembly the proposed changes in the 


zoning laws. 


Proponents being called for, Mr. 
Kenneth Lyons, the Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen then an- 
nounced that the Board of Select- 
men had voted unanimously in fa- 
vor of the proposed change in the 
zoning laws. 

Mr, David Elfman then spoke in 
favor of the proposed change, ex- 
plaining to the Board what he be- 
lieved this would do to the rate in 
Wilmington. 

Mr, Robert Moran spoke in fav- 
or, ining how the business 
would help the town, 


Mr. Bernard Soltis cpote for 
the proposed change, jing the 
nuisance that the area is, at pre- 
sent to the townspeople. 

Mr. Paul Metcalf described the 
present plant of the J. W. Greer 
Co, as he knew it. He thought that 
it was a well-conducted place.

which is on Winter Street near 

Central Square in Cambridge. 

Mr. Hayward Bliss, the acting 
chairman, then used the Greer pic- 
tures to explain just what changes 
were proposed in the Zoning Laws. 

Mrs. Charles Laskey then rose 
to ask- what this change would do 
to property which was located a- 
cross Main Street from the pro- 
posed plant. Mr. Elfman, with per- 
mission of the chairman, gave his 

? opinion on this point. 

There being no more persons who 
wished to speak, the hearing was 
declared closed. The Planning Board 
then had an executive session, in 
which they approved of. the pro- 
posed changes. 

Mrs, Lasky. later explained to 
your reporter that she was not, in 
any sense against this development. 
Her reasons for asking the ques- 
tions she stated was that she, some 
fiye years past had tried to get a 
change in the zoning laws in the 
immediate neighborhood, in order to 
erect a gas station, and her appeal 
had been denied. She hoped that 
changes cotild now be made on her 
side of Main Street, seeing that 
there were to be some across from 
her.

Dr. Harmon, the chairman of the 
Board of Heajth, speaking as a pri- 
vate citizen, then said that he was 
opposed, not necessarily to this de- 
velopment, but to any development 
in which the sewerage question 
could not be adequately solved. 

Mr. O'Diorne, speaking as a priv- 
ate citizen, said that he too, oppos- 
ed developments which were inade- 
quately drained, but that he believed 
that good real estate developments 
were a benefit to the town. He ques- 
tioned Mr. Rounds as to details of 
the ditch, its length, etc, © Mr. 
Rounds explained that the ditch as 
it now stands is only about one- 
third of its total length, that it now 
ends at Sewell Road, and that when 
fully developed the water now 
standing in the Sewell Road area 
will be drained off. 

Mr. Bliss then explained the pro- 
cess of the hearing, to the as- , 
sembled citizens, and on what the 
Planning rd was legally em- 
powered to do, There being no more 
speakers the public hearing was ad- 
journed. 

The Planning Board then held its 
own meeting, and decided that on 
the 23rd of April it would hold a 
private meeting to which it would 
invite the new Town Manager, and 
the Board of Health, to give Mr. 
Rounds a change to propose his 
plans for the area.
